preciate in terms of gold and foreign cur- 
rencies, because of the theory (the truth of 
which has yet to be proved) that the move- 
ment will bring about a substantial rise in 
commodity prices. 


AMERICAN BUYING OF BRITISH 
SECURITIES. 


Evidently the flight from the dollar is being 
eftected to some extent by purchases of 
Lvitish securities. The American currency 
is sold in order to acquire sterling, and the 
sterling 1s invested in Government stocks 
here or in ' equities.””

When capital is transferred to another 
country for safety the question of the return 
that can be obtained upon it is a secondary 
consideration, and the Americans may buy 
Pritish ‘equities ’’ on a very moderate yield 
basis. ‘This would be a pity, for it would 
represent a development calculated to ep- 
courage speculation on this side and give a 
lntse idea of values. People might buy the 
shares oblivious of the fact that the artifici- 
ally high level of values was the result of 
panicky purchases by foreigners. Imperial 
Jobaccos, Impenal Chemicals and Dunlop 
Rubbers are very sound industrial holdings. 
but it is not desirable that they should rise 
t much above the level represented by 
intrinsic merits, so far as such merits can 
be judged. In the past we have seen many 
o* the leading English industrials carried to 
absurdly high figures by American purchases.

RIVAL POLITICAL MEETINGS 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
LANKSBORO’, Sunday. 


Liveliness marked the proceedings at a 
United Ireland meeting at Lanesboro’ to-day. 
The meeting was addressed by Mr. Chas. 
Fagan, T.D., and General Sean MacKeon, 
T.D., and was attended by a number of 
members of the Young Ireland movement. 
As Mr. Fagan was addressing the meeting 
Mr. P. J. McCrann, a local merchant and 
auctioneer, who is prominently identified 
with the Fianna Fail movement, drove up to 
the outskirts of the crowd, and was about to 
speak when he was caught by a member and 
an attempt made to pull him off the trap on 
which he was standing. Civic Guards inter- 
vened, and Mr. McCrann was released. 
(Cheers and counter-cheers were indulged in, 
and the crowd broke up into two sections. 
Mr. Fagan continued his speech to one part 
of the meeting, while Mr. McCrann moved 
to a short distance away and atidressed the 
crowd which congregated around his vehicle. 
There were cries of “ Up O'Duffv ” and 
“ Up Dev...” and considerable cheering. 

General McKeon, referring to the commo- 
tion. said it was an extraordimary commen- 


| tary on public affairs when a man like Mr. 


McCrann. who said he stood for ordered 
government, at the same time gave an un- 
exampled display of ungovertiable temper. 
“Their Government,” said the speaker, 
“ and their idea of fair play is to let nobody 
speak and to let no views only their own be 
heard. These are the people who would con- 


'demn the Knights of Columbanus or any- 


thing that stands for decent and honest 
government, but we are not going to be put 
off hy a squealer.”” He appealed to the 
people not to be intimidated by the action

MAN SHOT AFTER 
BANDIT RAID. 


HIS PARTICIPATION 
DENIED.

HE recent movements of Philip Jaeger, 
eh ship s steward, aged 26, who has died 

of a shot wound in a Íondon hospital, 
and for whom his fiancée gave her blood in 
an unavailing attempt to save his life, are 
being investigated by Scotland Yard officers, 
under the direction of Divisional Detective 
Inspector Donaldson. 

Philip Jaeger lived at Camberwell, and is 
believed to have received his fatal wound at 
Twickenham on Friday last, when Mr. 
Rupert Wagner, a brewery collector, was 
robbed by three men of a large sum of money 
and cheques. Mr. Wagner shot at a car 
in which the men made their escape. Jae- 
ger's connection with the affair is»as much 
surrounded with mystery as is the story of 
the two men who brought him home mortally 
wounded. . 

His mother stated to a reporter that on 
Friday morning when she went out he was in 
bed. . She had been up all night with. him 
owing to a troublesome cough,. following 
pneumonia. When she returned at thres 
o'clock in the afternoon he was on the bed 
with the wound in his side. 

Doctors tried for hours to save his life, but 
he died in hospital in the presence of his 
mother, his sister, and his fiancee, Miss Sadie 
Morris. : 

In a statement made to a reporter, Miss 
Morris said that she had given a pint of her 
blood in the hope of saving Philip Jaeger’s 
life. When she arrived at his house he raut- 
tered, '' [I have heen shot,” but he could not

L, AND Reclamation in Italy was the sub- 


ject of an interesting lecture delivered 

y Commendatore Allessandro Mariani, 
Royal Italian Consul-General, at a meeting of 
Blackrock (Co. Dublin) Debating Society. 

Mr. Eoin P. O'Keeffe presided. 

Signor Mariani said that Fascist Italy had 
Fá ch a system of self-sufheiency, which, 
owing to the corporative organisation, made 
it sible to finance all big public works 
without having recourse to foreign capital. 
The stopping of emigration had been a bless- 
ing in disguse, thanks to the untiring efforts 
of Signor ele ary who had always claimed 
that population meant wealth. 

The principle that private ownership was 
an absolute right had been modified and put 
more in accordance with the present time. 
Only responsible. ownership was admitted. 
For example, when a landlord was absent, or 
did not work his land to a social advantage, 
the State expropriated him with compensa- 
tion and the estate was given to a co- 
operative society of ex-Service men, who 
were only too glad to exploit it for the 
common benefit.

FACTORIES. 


CAMPAIGN IN 
THE WEST.

MINISTER AND 
SENATOR. 


R. P. J. ROTTLEDGE, Free State 
Minister for Justice, accompanied by 
Senator McEllin, made a tour of 

North Mayo yesterday, and addressed meet- 
ings in Breaffy, — Bonniconlon, Behy 
and Crossmolina. The meetings were mostly 
concerned with the wing of sufficient beet 
in the West of Ireland fer the Tuam beet 
factory. 
Mr. Ruttledge, in Attymass, said the 
Government was very anxious to get the 
farmers of the country to take up the question 
of growing beet, as it was part of the 
Government policy. Beet-growin was 
initiated by the Cumann na. nGaedheal 
Government, but it was part of the present 
Government's policy to try and provide in 
the country all the sugar that was required, 
and to have it produced by Irish labour. It 
was part of the policy of the Government to 
make the country self-sufficient. The Tuam 
beet factory needed 13,000 acres of beet to be 
grown in the West of Ireland, and when the 
quota was secured there was no use in other 
people coming along and trying to be 
registered for the growing of beet. - There 
was no crop that could be grown at. the 
present time that could give such a return 
as beet. 


COST TO TAXPAYERS. 


It was going to cost the taxpayers two or 
three million pounds, and all parties, 
irrespective of political opinions, should try to 
make it a success, 

Senator McEllin said the establishment of 
the beet factory in Tuam would distribute 
20,000 a week in the West of Ireland. It 
was estimated that in County Mayo an acre 
would produce ten tons of beet, and. with 
17.5 sugar content, the grower would be paid 
os. a ton, or £17 10s. per acre. In addi- 
tion, the pes would get the crown and 
leaves of the beet, which was equal in food 
value to an acre of crushed oats. The grower 
would also get back the pulp from the fac- 
tory, which was valued ot per ton. As 
regards the carriage of the beet, they would 
have terrific lorry competition, and they 
would get their beet carried at competition 
prices. They had guarantees for the grow- 
ing of 11, acres of beet for Tuam factory 
already, and only 2,000 additional acres were 
required, 


LAND TO DIVIDE, 


In Bonniconlon the Minister for Justice 
said there were estates in the vicinity that 
would soon be divided. and would provide 
land to enable the farmers to grow beet. 

Senator McEllin said a whispering cam- 
paign was a conducted against the beet 
schemes of the Government. and these parties 
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who were doing this had not the moral 
courage to come out in the open. A certain 
deputy said in Castlebar that he (the 


sp-aker) was asking the farmers of the West 
to pay for the factory in Tuam. The farmer 
who would take the advice of that deputy 
would be scratch.ng his head while his neigh- 
bour was getting his whack out of the 
industry. Deputy FitzGerald-Kenney had 
said that the price of sugar would be in- 
creased by 3d. per pound. Sugar would pro- 
bably rise by one haifotane per pound, but 
In no circumstances would the increase be 
more than three farthings per pound. These 
deputies had made those irrespons.ble state- 
ments for temporary. political gain. 

In Breaffy the Minister for Justice, after 
dealing with the beet question, said the Go- 
vernment had set out to try and make the 
country self-sufficient and self-contained. They 
were trying to do that as quickly as they 
They recognised that there was a 
growing population, and they were trying to 
face that situation. They would put as many 
people as they could on the land, and they 
were trying to build up as many industries 
as they could just as they were trying to 
give the people as many houses as they could. 
As far as the Government was concerned, 
they were not trying to get a settlement of 
the economic war; they had pledged them- 
selves that so long as they were a Govern- 
ment not one penny of the land annuities 
would go to England. The Government did 
not believe it was going to he there for ever, 
as the people could change their minds at 
any time they liked.

We print to-day the programme which 
has been prepared by the Executive of the 
United Ireland Party for submission to 
the first Ard Fheis of its constituent 
bodies next February. The programme is 
set out in twenty-five clauses, the terms 
of which manifestly represent an ingenious 
compromise between the three groups 
that are merged in the new party. 
Doubtless, there will be criticism of some 
of the proposals, which may be amended 
by. the Ard Fheis; but in essentials the 
programme will command widespread 
interest. The most important points are 
contained in the first three clauses. United 
Ireland envisages the voluntary reunion 
of all Ireland in a single independent 
State, “ without any abatement of Irish 
sovereignty ” within the British Common... 
wealth of Nations. It proposes to re-open 
with Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
the whole question of partition, and to 
create in Ireland and-Great Britain a 
public opinion in favour of reunion, It 
proposes, furthermore, to bring about a 
settlement of the economic war by direct 
conversations with Great Britain, and to 
negotiate a trade treaty which will secure 
for the Free State the most favourable 
terms in the British market. With thes 
agree.

During the depression 
Britain was being excited regularly with 
false hopes. Whenever the export figures 
rose by a few pounds or the unemployment 
figures fell by a couple of hundred, some- 
body raised a cry that the country kad 
turned the corner; but another week or 
two revealed that the improvement had 
been ‘‘seasonal,’’ or due to some unex- 
pected circumstance, and that it meant 
nothing. In consequence, the people are 
slow to believe that the tide of prosperity 
actually is rising. They have been saying 
to themselves that it is only another 
illusion, that the next month’s figures will 
show a reversion to the old, hopeless con- 
dition of affairs. This time, however, 
there is no longer room for doubt. The 
trade returns have continued to improve 
for precisely six months, and—a still 
more valuable indication—the unemploy- 
ment figures, which a year ago were 
trembling on the verge of three million, 
are now just over the two million level. 
Britain deserves this good fortune; for she 
has kept her head admirably throughout 
the crisis. Her people have refused 
steadfastly to give way to despair; her 
rulers have adopted no policy until all its 
consequences had been worked out to the 
uttermost detail. When she made the 
great “ change-over ” to a policy of pro- 
tection there were no wild adventures of 
the “hit or miss” order, such as we have 
learned to expect in the Free State; 
protection was not synonymous with 
pampering, and meant no additional 
burden on an already overtaxed nation. 
The experiment of Ottawa has been 
crowned with success, and; for the first 
time in many years, Britain’s commercial 


_relations with foreign countries have 
ceased to be a source of loss to her. Her 
_people’s common-sense and a sound 


Government h:ve brought her out of the 
depression. If she keeps both enthroned 
her recovery will be sure.

M. Lepine. 
The death, at the age of eighty-seven 


| years, of M. Louis. Lépine recalls some of 


the most exciting days in the history of 
the Paris police. M. Lépine, who was 
Prefect of this fine force for eighteen years 
in all, first came into prominence during 
the Franco-Prussian War, when, as a 
member of the famous Rochereau’s Scouts, 
he managed single-handed to put a whole 
detachment of Germans to flight by a clever 
ruse. Afterwards he had a highly varied 
He became General Secretary of 
the Paris Police, Prefect of the Depart- 
ments of Loire and Seine-et-Oise and 
Governor-General of Algeria. He threw up 
this post in disgust because the 
authorities would not accept his proposals 
for reform, and after some time was ap- 
pointed to the supreme control of the Paris 
police. M. Lépine reorganised the entire 
police system. When he became Prefect 
the force was conducted in a manner that 
had changed hardly at all since the days 
of Fouché.. Spies and informers were 
employed in large numbers. Agents provo- 
cateurs were used extensively in the detec- 
tion of crime, and there was a very great 
deal of corruption. M, Lépine changed 
everything. He introduced modern methods 
into the organisation of the force, and made 
a world-wide reputation for himself by 
remarkable courage. During the 
Boulangist disturbances he stopped 30,000 
rioters who were trying to reach the Elysée 
Palace, although he had only one hundred

All kinds of 
people passed within an hour. a 

During the morning the Maharajah of 
Alwar drove up with members of his staff. 
He had returned from Scotland to place 
his wreath in memory of the men of 
Alwar regiments. | 

All day the long procession continued, 
with young people well in evidence. 

Every now and then a body of old 
comrades, wearing their medals, would 
march up to the Cenotaph and stand at 
attention. 

Special police were on duty all day con- 
trolling the crowd, and before ...ghtfall 
tens of thousands had paid their silent 
tribute to the dead. 

Thousands of people made a pilgrimage 
to the Field of Remembrance at West- 
minster Abbey yesterday. The paths were 
thronged with people placing crosses and 
poppies in the regimental spaces. 

A woman, after planting a cross to the 
memory of an officer of the Hampshire 
Regiment, gave a sum of money to the 
British Legion representative for the pro- 
vision of a cross every year. It is the 
first time this endowment in perpetuity 
has been done. 

The Prince of Wales, on the cross he 
platted on Saturday, adopted a celluloid 
label, which the Legion one introduced, 
with the word ‘‘ Remembrance’”’ on it, 
and wrote on the back of the label: “ To 
the memory of the fallen.’’ 

Mr. J. Dulanty, the Free State High 
Commissioner, on behalf of his Govern- 
ment, laid a wreath in the form of a harp 
and bearing the inscription: “ Froi. the 
Irish Free State, in Memory of the 
Brave.”’
